Cushman of the Stewardship De­ 
partment of the Inter-church World 
Movement. 
From that size city on 
down to towns of 100,000 inhabit­ 
ants, the average salary falls to 
$1,110. 
From

to 50,00 
the average is $1,063 and 
from 
places of that size down to 10,000 
the average pay of the minister is 
$972. 
In towns of less than 2,500 
population the preacher’s yearly al­ 
lowance is 573. 
The average salary of the college 
trained preached is $973, according 
to Dr. Cushman’s figures— several 
hundred dollars less than the an­ 
nual earnings of workers. 
A worker in the rubber industry 
averages 
$1,526.20 
a year.

WOMAN IS ACTIVE IN 
KENTUCKY POLITICS

ARDMORE, April IO.— Under in­ 
dictm ent for killing Mike Broken- 
shoulder, his brother-in-law, several 
weeks ago. John Cathey was lodged 
in the Johnston county jail at Tish­ 
omingo, 30 m iles east of Ardmore, 
charged with robbing the National 
Bank of Pontotoc, Thursday after­ 
noon. 
W earing a gas mask which 
had 
been worn in the front line trench­ 
es by the man he is accused of 
having killed and armed with 
a 
W inchester, Cathey is alleged 
to 
have entered the bank at Pontotoc 
Thursday afternoon 
and 
secured 
over $2,000, including $1,000 
in 
silver. 
He then, it is alleged, com­ 
pelled Cashier Barnes to climb into 
car which stood in front of the 
bank and which belonged to 
the 
cashier. 
Claiming he was unable to start 
the car the cashier sought to delay 
the alleged robber until help should 
arrive but he was forced into an ­ 
other car, the bandit forgetting to 
remove the $1,000 in silver from 
the first car. 
About two miles out 
from Pontotoc the bandit set Barnes 
afoot and started on by himself in 
the car. 
In crossing the Blue river 
he “ killed” his engine and aban­ 
doned the car. 
a team hitched to
